SATURDAY'S FIGHTING. 

Loss of Life Heavier Than on First Day 
—Spaniards Perhaps Out of Am- 
nuuution. 

New York, .July 2.— Fif;htiiig about 
Santiago wns resumed at daybreak this 
morning. Gen.- Shatter's, array advanc- 
ed on all sides 'of the city, while Admiral 
.Samp.son bombarded tho fortresses on 
shore, practically completing the demol- 
ition of Morro. The Spaniards made a 
brave but slpa8modic'defe^ce,';!",Tho .'fight- 
ing was steady up to the^tiine of " sending 
this. despatcty'S, p.m.; but''^Si'AmericanB 
had ' not'/ affected' an entxancc into' tUe 
city. 

Tho loss of life wns heavier on both 
sides than yesterday, and both sides 
took many prisoners. Kent's division 
began the attack along the main road to 
Santiago at daybreak, ■•- ',' 

It was about' two hours later before 
tho .Vmerican advance began breaking 
through cover in front of the Spanish 
trenches. It was met with a murderous 
hail from Mauser rifles, which tempor- 
arily stayed the forward movement. The 
Spaniards had the range and their prac- 
tice was good. 

I'he Americans lay on their breasts 
ami poured volley after volley into them 
at a range so close that flie oi)i)osing 
lines could see the whites of each other's 
eyes. Clarke's brigade and tlie riglil 

f Kent's division made a gallant charge 
up a, knoll to the north of the c.xtrome 
left of the Spanish lin(>. and took jios- 
session of a haeieuda in the slndtcr of an 
orange grove. 

1'his marked the beginning of a magni- 
ficent (•barge throngli tho first line of 
intreachnionts, 'I'lio cavalry division and 
Gen. Hawkins' brigade charged up the 
lope against a storm, ot death. 

On land and sea the American fm-ces 
struggled, to mrtko good, Shnftor's asser- 
tion tliat he would take Siintiago inside 

' forty-eight hours. 

On land wiigon load after Wagon load 
of wounded soldiers has been tijiken to 
the rear since the battle opened this 
morning. 

Tho American soldiers have boon fac- 
g a withering shower of Mauser bul- 
lets all day without llinching. 
A rumor has reached here tliat the 
uiiply of' ammunition in the city of 
Santiago has been about exhausted. If 
that is true, it is )iossible that the city 
may fall into the hands of the Ameri- 
cans before moriung.

The engiifjeineiit opened when th(> lleet 
lyiiig outside the entrance to tlie linrhor 
began droi)i)in;,' sliclls into the lower end 
of the Spanish earthworks. This liring, 
which way entirely by bearings, was not 
effective. 

At 7:20 the laud euKagemont opened 
with tiring' from Capl. (Japron's buttery, 
oil the extreme left, upon the block 
lioiise.s and iiitreuchinents before Caiiey. 
This was followed iniickly by siniultan- 
eons attacks by (Jen. ClmflVe and Col. 
Ludlow, who occupied a llanUiiif; position 
to the north, 'riic .S|ianish re|)lied with 
};reat siiirit and nerve when onr shells 
burst diri'ctly over I heir trenches. ,\ n-w 
niiaules bin'ore >S o'clock (.'a|)t. Crimes 
opened with his battery on the heif.'lits to 
the rifjht of the iimin riMhnibi. situated in 
the eenti"r of the Spiiiiisli line of iu- 
tri'iicliineiits, direcMly before the city. 

The .Spanish rei)ly was immediate and 
very accurate. 'J'lie second or third 
of their shells broke over ou« of Uapt. 
Grimes' guns, killing two men and 
wounding four. Both the Spani.sl] and 
Auiericuu batteries used shrapnel. The 
next Spanish shell burst just beyond the 
biittiory and riddled a sufrar house, be- 
hind which Col. Wood's J{oui,'li Itiders 
were waitiiif: a forward movenient. It 
was from this elevation that tli<' Kiiglisli, 
(lermaii and .lapauese military attJichcs 
viewed tlie enKaKcmeiit. 

Capt. llriiiies' shells, set for a raiifie of 
'J, 800 yards, slightly overshot tlie mark. 
It was dilllcult to locate the Spanish 
guns, as they used smokeless powder and 
in this, the lirst: artilliM'y duel, we had the 
worst of it. Up to this time, there had 
been no infantry fire except at tlie ex- 
treme right, where the Siiauiaiila, were 
lioing liard pressed by Gen. Chaffee and 
Uen. Lawton. 

About 8;l'>0 o'chick, a balloon was sent 
up in front of the cavalry division. This 
drew Uio lirst volley from the Spanish eu- 
trcuchmeuts. Though volley followed 
volley the daring occupants madi- a re- 
conuoissance and got down safely, hav- 
ing obtained complete detailed informa- 
tion of the enemy's force and situiition. 

Oiipt. Grimes tlien reopened witli bis 
buttery, and in the second duel witli the 
Spanish artillery did much better execu- 
tion, planting shell after shell iu the lirst 
• redoubt and ruining two guns. 
, It wu.s in this awlal chnrge that our 
men were so biidl.v cut up. The.v started 
on a double (luiidj, but no troops could 
face such a terihle tire without annihila- 
> lion. Our men staggered, throwing them- 
selves on the ground, .\gain they start- 
ed, again tlu'y iirostrated themselves, but 
on anil up they went until, with a cheiT, 
tliey sprang over the treiiciies dividing 
the sidi's of the hill, checkered with their 
fallen comrades. There wiis liand-to- 
lighting here, in which an olllcer of the 
Twenty-fourth was iiiaeh('te<l, Init tin? 
Spanish could not resist tlu' onset of our 
troops niid they scrambled out of the 
trenches and broke over the line of the 
knoll on which tliey were situated. 

Hundreds of the enemy hiy dead or 
wounded in the trendies. The main re- 
doubt was tlien carried ^?ith a rush. The 
two remaining batteries were then order- 
ed up. 

The battery got in position to tlie right 
of the main .spun redoubt at :'> o'clock. and 
at ;{:;50 Capt. Hates se'iil the first shell, 
which went whistling down the line of 
entreilclinients, entihiding the enemy mur- 
deriuisly. 'I'he .Vmericau ailvauce line re- 
mained' hebiiid the crest of the bills until 
Capt. Hates bad driven terror into the al- 
ready beaten and discouniged enemy. 

All this time (Uir lleet was also at work. 
Shortly before this dispatcli was written 
our line again moved forward, but the 
Spanish began to retreat into town. The 
retreat soon became a rout, and .'il; ."> 
o'clock au ollieer just from the front s:iys 
the pucniy are beaten hopelessly, and the 
city will fill! to-morrow. 

Cell. Sliafter, at his lieadtiuarters at 
the second crossing of the Ilio Guomu, is 
iu constant communication with the 
front. 

Our most critical time was after the 
trenelics had been taken» wben the am- 
munition ran low. Two pack t ruins 
loaded witli shells were gotten to the 
front by Lieut.

GERMANY IN THE THILIPPINES. 

The British Concerned in Seeing That 
She Does Not Oct a Footing 
There. 

Nejv 'i'ork, .Inly I!.— 'the I.nndon cor- 
respoiideul of the Tribiiiie, discussing 
the I'hilippine ciuestion, says: ''The iit- 
titiide (if Cerniiiny in the Phili|)piin's is 
the only mystery of the Americau-Span- 
i.sh onlliid which interests lOtiglisli ob- 
servers. They assum<> that the w:ir 
will drug along with ciiiiitilative evi- 
dence of the iiu'lllcieney of the Spanish 
ruling classes and Iho superiority of the 
American resoureoa and powers of or- 
ganization, until the Madrid govorii- 
meht is forced to accept the inevitable 
jind take the risk of provoking a revo- 
lutionary outbreak at home by proposing 
peace. 

"The forecasted enhirgoniont of the 
American sphere of influonce in the 
West Indifs is a foregone conclusion 
and we are not interested in the result. 
The fate of the I'hilippinea is another 
matter, England does not covet those 
islands ns an addition to her own lOiii- 
pire, nor does slip wish Otirmany to 
have them, AVliiit the keenest observers 
apprehend is a compliciitioii by wdiieli 
.(rerniany will obtiiiii a footliold on tlic 
.islands, ami be in ii position to hold her 
grotitid. 

"It is no secret in diiilomntic circb>s 
that Swiss coniinercinl interests iti the 
I'hilililiinos are larger tlmn tliose of 
({erinany, and that Imth combined uro 
iusignificnnt in comparison with the in- 
terests of England. German diplomats 
nre now nssnming that it is their dut.v 
to protect Swiss interests, but there is

A correspondent ot a St. I,o,iiH paper 
calculates that since the estimate for the 
cost of firing n roinul from a big modern 
gun Is $1,000, and 1,500 shots were fired at 
the forts of Santiago In one day, the hom- 
b.irdmet cost the country '500,000. This 
calcuhitlou Ik defective. The llgnrc, ?l,noo, 
applied only to the 13-lHeh guns. The 
cost of firing the 8 and 6-lncli giiiiR would 
h(} much less. The 1,100 pound ciist steel 
ahcli of n 1.1-inch gun used ngalnsf ar- 
mored Imttleshlps costs (ibont .$,-iiio. The 
ordinary shell, llred at unariiiored ships 
and forts, costs much less. Of eonrse, 
.".on pounds iif powder biddnd the shell en- 
ters Into the reckoning; but the remainder 
of the .fl.fXKl Ih obtained by dividing up the 
original cost of flio gun between the tlie- 
oretleal niuuber ot disehnrges which It 
could bear. In the British army, where 
bilge ^-ims. of tor V ahopt -'• 100 dlscharites, 
lieglu to sag nt tbe'muziilct' the calculation 
w as fairly acciirdte.i but since our ctnis 
show an entirely different " life," the flg- 
nres will stand Some revision.

HEAVY FIGHTING. 

Sonio heavy fighting vrtia done in tlw 
pruviiice of Santiago^ in May, IS'J'). 'J'he 
two Maceos, with 1,200 men. surnnimlcd 
and almost anniliilated -100 Spaiiianls, 
near Guantanamo, on May 14. An es- 
cort of (300 Spaniards accompanying 
provision train to Bayanio wore disper 
ed by SOO insurgents on JIny 15, and 
their train captured. May IS), nejir Dos 
Ilios. .lose Marti, with ."lO men, was do- 
coyed into a uilrrow ravine by a traitor. 
Colonel Sandoval, with 800 Spaniards, 
was led lo the spot, and, in attempting 
to cut tlioir way out, Alarti and nearly 
all ills iiien wii^ro killtKl. Gomez, with 
700 cavalry, arrived on the scene just 
as Jlarti was killeii, and ho, too, was 
defeated. Flor Crombet, one of the cliief- 
liiins of the 10 years' war, was killed 
i;ear Pnlmerito five weeks before Marti, 
on April 13.— He commanded 300 men, 
part; of Macoo's force, and wos sur- 
rounded by 2,!500 Spaniards. His loss, 
like that of Marti, was due to treachery, 
through a different form, as Crombet 
was killed by one of Ins own men, M-ho 
escaped in the light, but was caught 
afterward by Miiceo and hanged. The 
loss of Crombet and Marti was tlio si 
vorost blow dealt to the insurgents until 
the killing oC Macoo on December 4, 
ISOO. 

During the rainy season of ISO.") the 
insurgents pushed tlieir way westward, 
gaining a few victories, and meeting 
witli some defeats in Puerto Principe, 
Santa Clara and Miitiiuzas. Novem- 
ber 17 Maceo, near the city of Siintii 
Clara, in the iiroviiice of that name, with 
a force of 1,700 meu, defeated General 
Navarro, wlio had 2,,S0O men, and Go- 
mez on tlie 10th and 20th of that month, 
with 3,000 men, vanfjuishcd 4,000 Spaii'- 
iards not fnr from the same place. The 
latter was the heaviest and most im- 
portant battle of 1805, except the one 
fought on December 23, in -(vhich Cam- 
pos himself was defeatcid. Pushed stead- 
ily backward by the adranciag rebels 
under ■ Gomea5-^OsmpoB .'made »«■ stand 



on that day nt Cblisco, in the province 
of. ^i'Jt'")?"^. "vvitlii a force estimated at 
10,000. Gomez' army was. said to num- 
ber 1 00. At lirst the Spauia,rd8- ^\^cr^^ 
sitccossful, but, on t&e arrival of 1,500 
insurgents wliilo the battle was in pro- 
grcs.s, Gomez charged tie' SpaniaTdsi- set 
in-o to a canefield in which the Spani- 
ards attempted to make a flank attack, 
and drove them from the field and into- 
Jlavaiia projince. Tliis figiit of Decem- 
ber L.,, 181)..), was the largest and most 
miportaut battle of the Cuban war thus 
far. It gave the insnrgeiits a' free en- 
try Jutd the more western provinccH, led^ 
hem to carry the war for a fow days to. 
Ihe gates of the city of Ilavnnn, creabHii 
a imnic m that place, and was' the chief 
cause of the removal of Campos and 
the placing of Woyler in coinniiind. 

ihe .vear 1S9U opened liopefiiJly for 
the insurgents Tlio residents of the city 
ot Havana were startled by the report of 
Gomw; cannon shortly after the dtfeat 
of Campos, and were terrified My the 
light ot burning Ikhiscs belonging to loy 
nhsts, which (Jomez' men had fired 
.oiuez and Maceo captured Im-ge quan 
ities ot arms in Havana and Pinar de 
Kill proviiK-cs early in .Tanuary, 1890,. 
and these successes incited a strong 
ii\ovement in the United States to grant 
the insurgents belligerent rights, but this 
was opposiHl I)y I'resideiit Cleveland as 
It _ was subsequently by I'resideut Mc- 
Kinley. 

A new nnd far more barbarous as- 
pect was given to the war on the Span- 
ish side after tin.- arrival of Weyler wh-) 
suecee<led Canijio.s. "Popular opi'ni.m'' 
said Campos, just after his removal 
•believes tliat a mild policv should not 
bo continueil with the eiieiiiv, while I l>c- 
lieve that it should be. Th(;so are the 
(imjstious of conscience." The "mild 
policy ended -when Campos left the i.*- 
iand. \Veyler reached Havana from 
Spiim on Itobruiiry 10, 189(5, and 18,000 
; troops arrived soon afterward. The

Inued i;!0,()00, with 80,000 volunteers 
raised m ibe island. It was estimated, 
however, tliat 40,000 of the regulars 
were unfit fer duty.

On Felirnary 17 AVeylcr issued two 
prochimatioiis. One of thi^se enumer- 
ated certain classes of ofTcnces for which 
u penalty of life imprisonment or death 
wa« attached. The other required all 
the inbubitauts of the provinces of Sau- 
tia.go and Puerto Principe and the dis- 
trict of Sancti Spiritus to go to the army 
headqnnrters and get documents prov- 
ing their identity, forbade any person 
from going into the country without a 
puss from a military commandnnt, and 
revoked all the permits previously given. 
Ihis was the beginning of a series of 
decrees wliich established the barlmr- 
OU.S. conceutration and starvation policy 
that awakened the world's indignation 
jjrovoUed the wrath of the United States 
caused the jirossure liy I'resideut -Mc-' 
Kinley on the ..Madrid government 
which forced AVcyler's downfall, and cre- 
ated the piililic sentiineut in the United 
States whicIi has resulted in iuterveu'- 
tion.. 

WEYLEK'S TnOCII.V. 
■\Voyh.'r'8 tiprt important inilitnry act 
was to .establish a troclia, -wliich was 
a Jine of obstruction and defence strtch- 
ed. a«Boss. the island from north to soutli, 
botli. mxnuiag north and south, but Cnni- 
pos had established two trochas, noitlier 
appeared so formidalde ns Weyler's or 
■Nvas relied on, both in JIadrid and Hor 
yanii, to accomplish so much. One coiu- 
Lneidod closely with the lioundary Ije- 
tween the provinces of Sttntiugo nnd 
Puerto Principe, and tlie other was close 
to the line seiiaratiug Puerto Principe 
from Santa Clara. The lirst was iu- 
ti-mled to isolate the ndiids anil con- 
line them to Santiago. Cuba's en stern- 
most province. Tli(,> second was desig- 
nated to keep the rebels who Imd crossed 
from Santiago into I'uerto Princiiie, 
from getting into Santa Clara province. 
Neither barrier was eflectivo. Weyler's 
troclia was in the western end of tlie 
island, and extended from Majana to 
Muriel, near the dividing lino between 
the provinces of Havana and Pinar del 
Rio. 'I'his troeha, which was establish- 
ed in the latter part of March, 1896, 
was for the purpose of preventing a 
junction between Jlaceo nnd Gomez, Ma- 
ceo being in Pinnr del lUo at tlie time, 
and Gomez and the main body of the - 
insurgents being in the provinces east 
ot' that line. I^ctween Alajana and Mu- 
riel tin- isl.'iiul is at its narrowest, or 
less than 'M miles wide. Plockhouses. 
small forts nnd earthworks were erected 
at the intersectidii.s'of roads, barbed wire 
lines eight or ten feet high, were 
strelcried across the lields, and nt ini- 
jxn-tiiiit strategic points were trenches 
and batteries of artillery, with l.OIK) or 
1,500 men, all tlie post being in com- 
munication with eacli otlier. About 
40,000 men wore stationed along the 
troehii, nnd 10.000 more troops clivided 
into Iiiidies of from 1,000 to 2,500, prin- 
cipally cavalry, scoured the province of 
I'innr del Hio. 

AA^'yler's Lroclin, however, ' was nob- 
much of an obstruction. Bands of Mo/- 
coo's men crossed it bnckwartl and. for- 
ward several times, nnd some of Gomez' 
immediate command did this more than 
once. Maceo on April 11. ISOO, witli 
.">,000 men. crushed one of "Weyler's col- 
umns which was in search of him. S'^ 
many Spaniards were tied up defending- 
the troclia and looking for Maceo that 
Gomez and the otlier chiefs east of tlHtt 
barrier had practically ii free liaiid for 
the large part ot IS'JU, gained many vic- 
tories and were iu virtual control of 
three-fourths of Cuba outside of the 
seaports and a few important interior 
cities. Ooinez won a battle at Najasn, 
in I^ierto Principe, on .Tuly 0-11, itffer 
a 50 hours' light. Alternate victorieii 
and defeats for the insurgents in the 
central provinces occurred throughout 
the latter half ^of, 1§96,' the Tictories 
largely predominating,^ ho'wever. v 

Weyler's •' cWef . efforts ' were made , .to 
capture >Iac^, who was shut itp'Jn .the f 
western province, Pinar deJ Eio,' and! 
after the defeat of stiveral of his com- 
manders, ho took the field in person in 
October, 1S90. In a series of attacks on 
Miieeo's fortified positions in the moun- 
tains, beginning on^ Noremher 11, the 
Spaniards -were repulsed. 'Woyter retir- 
ed to Havana, nnfT the inhabitants of 
tlmt city were disheartened, especially as '' " 
bands from Gomez' command raided' Ha«'? . . 
vnna province ap to the city's gates. !
